Crabbc Delves Into 
Man-j 
ner in Which Prohibi­ 
tion Is Enforced 


Columbus, O. May I—A typewrit­ 
ten report, tossed in the

Griswold, of 
his 
own staff, accompanied by two mem­ 
bers of the auditing department of 
the state to Lucas County. 
Griswold reported today to the at­ 
torney general. He gave no names 
in the cases specified, for those are 
in the hands of the county prose­ 
cutor of Lucas County. But the in­ 
stances of the prostitution of law, 
in order that justices of the peace 
and other officers fhight make money 
under the Crabbe act, were 
sufti- 
ciently interesting without names. 
Offhand the report tells of 
such 
instances as these: 
Ten out of 21 justices courts in 
Lucas County disposed of 3,1118 cases 
since jurisdiction was conferred up­ 
on these courts for 
offenses

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CIVIL SERVICE LAWS 
By John T. Adams

I — P erkins 
O bservatory at Ohio W esleyan Uni- 
versity/ which will house the third 
largest telescope in the world, is be­ 
ing built m ostly with the life savings 
of H iram M. Perkins, an obscure col­ 
lege professor. 
Professor 
P erkins's 
salary 
never 
was m ore than $1,800 a year, but by 
keen business sagacity and fortunate 
investm ents, he accum lated $300,000. 
every cent of which he gave to O h io , tician. 
W esleyan. 
H e taught in the in stitu ­ 
tion for m ore than half a century. 
The professor did not live to see his 
life’s dream realized, as he died at the 
age of 91, several m onths ago. 
P erk in s’s telescope will be a sixty- 
one-inch 
reflecting 
one, 
and 
w ork­ 
men are com pleting the m etal cap 
for the building which will com pletely 
inclose it . 
Work on the sixty-one-inch m irror 
is well under way, and the telescope j 
mounting has been ready for several 
weeks. 
The 
steel 
top 
for the telescope 
dome weighs 168 tons, mounted on 
w heels so th a t it will revolve on a 
circular track. 
Directly below’ it, the telescope it­ 
self will be placed on a four-taundred- 
and-sixty-ton 
concrete 
pier, 
which 
form s the base of the dome. 
T he total weight of the in stru m en t 
will be 37 tons aud the m irror will 
add a weight of 2,700 pounds. 
Despite 
its great weight, the telescope will be 
so delicately balanced that It will re­ 
quire only th e sam e am ount of cu r­ 
ren t necessary for an electric lamp 
when in use. 
Four motors, th ree of which are in 
the clock—one for winding, one for 
accelerating and one for quick motion 
—will be used in operating the tele- j 
scope. 
The fourth motor is m ounted j 
tin the telescope proper and moves the j 
tube from north to south. 
The tele­ 
s c o p e contains 6,850 parts, varying in 
weight from .006 of an ounce to 6,700 > 
pounds. 
The telescope will make visible to J 
♦ the eye stars of the eighteenth magni- i 
Uude, and m ake possible photographs j 
,of stars of the nineteenth and possibly 
•the tw entieth magnitude, according to ! 
Ohio W esleyan astronom ers. 
It is estim ated m ore than one billion 1 
stars will be visible in this telescope.
